Attention  married,  engaged  or 
to-be-engaged  couples:  housing 
for  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Mr.  and  Mrs.  may  be  avail- 
able on-campus. 

Although  this  is  not  a startling 
• new  development,  Fred 
Schwendiman,  director  of  stu- 
dent housing,  reports  that  many 
married  BYU  students  aren’t 
aware  of  the  counseling  and  ser- 
vice now  available  to  them  in 
finding  on-campus  housing. 

Schwendiman  said  that  the 
married  student  is  no  longer  a 
novelty  on  college  campuses 
and  that  this  year  at  BYU 
there  are  350  married  couples 
on-campus  and  844  off-campus. 
In  order  to  serve  this  increas- 
ing group  better  the  department 
has  for  the  first  time  appointed 
a full-time  student  manager  of 
Married  Housing. 

He  is  Bruce  Barrett,  former 
student  manager  of,  Married 
Housing,  who  was  given  the  pos- 
ition upon  his  graduation  last 
June. 

Barrett  directly  heads  Wy- 
mount  Village  Apartments  and 
Wyview  Village  Homes,  living 
quarters  for  the  “married  man 
student  and  his  family.  Stu- 
dents seeking  homes  would 
find  it  worth  their  time  to  dis- 
cuss their  housing  problems 
with  Barrett,  advised  Schwen- 
diman. 


Requests  for  housing  are  not 
limited  to  married  students.  If  a 
student  plans  to  be  married  in 
the  immediate  future  and  con- 
tinue his  schooling  at  BYU,  he 
could  put  in  an  application  now 
to  assure  his  housing,  thus  elim- 
inating off-campus  house  hunting 
or  the  indefinite  waiting  period 
for  on-campus  housing. 

To  qualify  for  one  of  the  vil- 
lage units  the  head  of  the  fam- 
ily must  be  a fully-enrolled 
BYU  student.  Housing  accom- 
modations are  alloted  accord- 
ing to  the  date  of  application. 

Applications  can  be  made 
months  or  even  years  in  advance, 
explained  Schwendiman.  Some 
applications  have  already  been 
received  for  1961.

Value,  Personal  Income

Editor’s  note:  The  following  is 
the  first  of  a series  of  articles 
discussing  the  stock  market 
scene  and  how  it  pertains  to  the 
students  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. 

“Students  generally  are  not 
nearly  as  aware  of  the  nature  of 
the  current  economic  problems 
we  face  as  they  should  be,”  stat- 
ed Dr.  A.  Smith  Pond,  dean  of 
the  Graduate  school,  in  a recent 
interview. 

Since  there  is  not  an  action  of 
government  without  economic 
consequences,  Dr.  Pond  declared 
that  one  element  of  being  a good 
citizen  is  an  understanding  of 
economic  forces  and  conditions, 
with  power  to  analyze  economic 
problems  and  their  proper  solu- 
tions. 
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However,  before  a student 
attempts  to  analyze  economics 
on  a national  scale,  he  should 
be  able  to  handle  his  personal 
economic  problems  effectively. 

Dr.  Pond  suggested  the  student 
start  with  a savings  account  in 
which  he  can  accumulate  enough 
money  for  investing  on  a broader 
scale  where  he  will  get  a higher 
interest  return  on  his  money. 

Since  investment  in  stocks  and 
bonds  requires  a keen  under- 
standing of  investment  analysis, 
Dr.  Pond  cautioned  against  spec- 
ulation in  the  stock  market,  but 
endorsed  investment  trusts  as. 
tailor  made  for  the  student. 

An  investment  trust,  while 
usually  providing  a better  fi- 
nancial return  than  a savings 
account  or  bond  interest,  di- 
vides your  investment  among 
a large  group  of  substantial 
corporations,  thus  diminishing 
your  risk. 

Investment  trusts,  Dr.  Pond 
claimed,  puts  into  the  hands  of 
experts  the  evaluation  of  the  se- 
curities and  financial  outlook  of 
individual  corporations,  and 
avoids  the  pitfalls  of  placing 
money  in  things  you  personally 
don’t  know  how  to  evaluate. 

Dr.  Pond  surmised  that  few 
students  have  money  invested 
in  stocks,  but  suggested  them 
as  a “desirable  hedge  against 
inflation”  if  they  are  selected 
with  sufficient  skill  and  un- 
derstanding. 

He  concluded,  “an  adequate 
savings  program  with  savings 
wisely  invested,  provides  both 
individual  security  and  strength 
to  the  national  economy.”
